HISTORICAL  NOTES. 


1839.  By  a  resolution  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
the  7th  of  March,  1838,  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools 
were  requested  to  establish  a  High  School  "in  which  the 
higher  branches  of  English  and  classical  literature  only 
should  be  taught."  This*  resolution  was  promptly  carried 
into  effect.  The  school  was  organized  about  the  20th  of 
October  of  that  year  (Nathan  C.  Brooks,  A.  M.,  Principal), 
and  was  at  first  known  simply  as  the  High  School. 

In  1848  the  Eastern  and  Western  High  Schools  having  in 
the  meantime  been  established,  this  school  was  denominated 
the  Central  High  School  of  Baltimore. 

In  1851  (Francis  Waters,  D.  D.,  Principal),  "it  was  de- 
termined to  reorganize  the  school  upon  a  new  plan  upon  its 
opening  in  September.  This  reorganization  consists  princi- 
pally in  dividing  the  course  of  study  into  distinct  depart- 
ments, and  adopting  a  new  order  of  exercise,  and  new  regu- 
lations with  reference  to  discipline.  Each  instructor  is  al- 
lotted to  a  particular  department,  and  all  students  in  the 
school  receive  instruction  from  him  in  the  studies  of  that  de- 
partment"—(School  Report,  1851,  p.  17).  The  first  Pub- 
lic Day  for  conferring  the  honors  of  the  school  was  observed 
November  27,  1851. 

In  the  autumn  of  1858  (Thomas  D.  Baird,  Principal), 
under  authority  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  ar- 
ranged with  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Institute  for  the 
annual  distribution  of  the  prizes  under  the  Peabody  foun- 


dation,  and  the  prizes  were  accordingly  awarded  July  22, 
1858. 

By  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  approved 
October  5,  1866,  the  name  of  the  school  was  changed  to 
The  Baltimore  City  College. 

In  1877  the  course  of  study  was  extended  from  four  to 
five  years. 

In  the  spring  of  1900  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
passed  an  order  that  students  entering  the  City  College  in 
September,  1900,  and  thereafter,  should  receive  certificates 
of  graduation  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  an  ap- 
proved curriculum.  A  detailed  account  of  the  composition 
of  such  curriculums  as  well  as  typical  examples  can  be 
found  in  another  part  of  this  register.

The  program  of  studies  for  the  Baltimore  City  College  is 
constructed  to  accomplish  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To  furnish  pupils  whose  school  life  will  end  with  the 
secondary  school,  a  sound  fundamental  education. 

2.  To  give  those  who  mean  to  devote  themselves  to  teach- 
ing in  the  elementary  schools  the  proper  general  training 
preparatory  to  the  special  course  in  the  Teachers'  Training 
School. 

3.  To  afford  those  who  seek  it,  special  preparation  for 
entering  a  college,  a  professional  school,  or  a  technical 
school. 

4.  To  give  boys  such  a  training  as  will  fit  them  for  com- 
mercial work.

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

A  diploma  is  awarded  upon  the  fulfillment  of  one  of  two 
sets  of  conditions : 
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(1)  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  entire  commercial 
curriculum  as  prescribed  below;  or, 

(2)  The  satisfactory  completion  of  a  curriculum  of  170 
credits;  provided  that,  at  least  154  credits  are  earned  in 
subjects  requiring  preparation  outside  of  the  recitation 
room,  and  further  that  such  a  curriculum  includes  three 
years  of  English,  two  years  of  one  foreign  language,  two 
years  of  mathematics,  one  year  of  history,  one  year  of 
science  and  two  years  of  drawing.

Electives:  Drawing,  Physical  Training. 

This  commercial  curriculum  extends  over  four  years,  but 
the  curriculum  is  so  arranged  that  if  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond year  a  student  is  compelled  to  leave  school;,  he  tvill  be 
fairly  well  fitted  for  office  work,  and  will  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate showing  studies  taken  and  the  standing  in  each. 

Opportunities  may  be  given  for  special  preparation  for  a 
particular  college  or  technical  school,  or  for  a  particular 
vocation  or  business,  if  a  desire  for  such  preparation  is 
made  known  at  the  beginning  of  the  high  school  course. 


RULES  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE 
PROGRAM   OF   STUDIES. 

No  credits  will  be  given  for  a  study  which  would  generally 
occupy  a  year  until  such  study  is  completed. 

Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  a  study  which  is  a 
natural  sequence  of  one  that  has  not  been  successfully  com- 
pleted. 

Pupils  must  carry  through  every  half-year  work  repre- 
senting not  fewer  than  nineteen  credits.  Exception  from 
this  rule  will  be  granted  only  upon  considerations  of  health 
and  the  scholarship  record  of  the  pupil  during  the  preced- 
ing half-year. 

No  foreign  language  will  be  credited  for  less  than  two 
years  excepting  Greek  and  Spanish ;  credits  for  one  year  of 
these  languages  being  allowed.    No  credits  shall  be  given  in 
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bookkeeping  or  in  stenography  and  typewriting  for  less  than 
two  years'  work  in  each  subject. 

All  elective  subjects  taken  during  each  half-year  to  fill  up 
the  quota  of  studies  shall  have  the  approval  of  the  principal. 

The  results  of  frequent  examinations  occupying  the  time 
of  a  single  period,  taken  with  the  judgment  of  the  teacher 
upon  the  pupil's  daily  work,  shall,  on  the  approval  of  the 
principal,  constitute  the  basis  upon  which  proficiency  is 
reckoned  and  promotion  is  made. 

The  present  arrangement  for  promotion  is  for  the  first 
and  second  years,  semi-annually;  for  the  third  and  fourth 
years,  annually. 

Pupils  who  shall  have  successfully  pursued  a  full  quota  of 
studies  for  one  or  more  years  may,  at  the  close  of  any  year, 
if  leaving  the  school,  receive  a  certificate  stating  the  studies 
taken  and  the  time  devoted  to  each. 

Whenever  the  number  of  pupils  taking  a  subject  in  any 
class  (except  the  graduating  class)  shall  fall  below  fifteen, 
such  subject  shall  be  discontinued. 

The  maximum  number  of  pupils  in  any  class  shall  not  ex- 
ceed forty,  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances. 

The  minimum  number  for  forming  a  class  in  any  subject 
shall  be  for  the  first  year,  thirty ;  for  the  second  year,  twenty- 
five;  for  the  third  year,  twenty;  and  for  the  fourth,  fifteen. 
Pupils  of  any  year  may,  if  the  schedule  of  recitations  per- 
mits, pursue  subjects  assigned  for  a  lower  class,  but  not 
those  of  a  higher  one. 

The  earnest  cooperation  of  parents  and  guardians  is  re- 
spectfully urged.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  principal  and  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  to  keep  the  parents  and  guardians  in- 
formed as  to  the  work,  progress,  and  attendance  of  the  stu- 
dents, but  this  cannot  be  accomplished  unless  a  proper  in- 
terest is  shown  by  the  parents  or  guardians  themselves. 
Reports  should  be  carefully  scrutinized  and  conferences  are 
cordially  invited.  The  records  of  the  students  are  complete 
and  accessible  to  any  desiring  to  see  them.

REPORTS   TO    PARENTS. 

A  report  card  showing  the  progress  of  the  student  is 
sent  to  the  parent  at  the  close  of  each  quarter.  This  affords 
the  parent  an  opportunity  of  judging  the  effectiveness  of  the 
student's  work  and  of  promoting  cooperation  between  home 
and  school. 

During  the  coming  year  monthly  reports  will  be  issued 
to  first  and  second  year  students.  Upon  these  records  pro- 
motions will  be  made  half-yearly. 

The  quarters  end  on  November  15,  February  1,  April  15 
and  June  15  of  each  year. 


DETAILS    OF    THE    VARIOUS    COURSES. 

English. 

The  course  includes  the  reading  and  study  of  certain  mas- 
terpieces of  literature,  for  appreciation  of  both  substance 
and  form ;  and  the  practice  of  oral  and  written  composition 
to  such  a  degree  as  will  best  develop  the  pupil's. powers  of 
expression.  In  order  to  accomplish  these  ends,  the  follow- 
ing details  may  be  noted : 

1.  Four  literary  texts  are  analyzed,  and  four  others  read, 
in  each  year  of  the  course.     (Minimum  requirement.) 

2.  In  studying  the  rhetorical  forms  of  discourse,  Narra- 
tion is  emphasized  in  the  first  year ;  Description,  in  the  sec- 
ond ;  Exposition,  in  the  third ;  Argumentation,  in  the  fourth. 

3.  In  each  of  the  four  years,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
the  needs  of  the  class  in  spelling  and  the  functional  study  of 
grammar. 

4.  The  rhetorical  principles  of  unity,  coherence  and  em- 
phasis, are  taught  for  their  practical  application  in  the  con- 
struction of  sentence,  paragraph  and  theme. 
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5.  Letter-writing  is  practised  in  each  year.  Particular 
attention  is  given  to  business  correspondence  in  commercial 
classes. 

6.  The  lives  of  authors  are  studied  in  connection  with 
the  texts  read.  A  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  English 
literature  is  attempted  in  the  fourth  year. 

7.  The  work  in  written  composition  is  based  on  the  prac- 
tical needs  of  the  pupil  in  writing  reports  and  abstracts,  in 
expressing  his  own  opinions  on  topics  of  the  day,  and  in 
studying  his  own  career,  and  the  various  industries  and  pro- 
fessions. Opportunity  is  also  given  for  developing  the  imagi- 
nation through  imitative  and  original  literary  work. 

8.  The  practice  in  oral  English  consists  of  interpretive 
reading,  recitation  of  memorized  passages,  and  original  ex- 
ercises.

For  the  academic  classes,  these  are  begun  in  the  second 
year;  for  the  commercial  classes,  in  the  third  year.

The  course  consists  in  a  thorough  study  and  drill  in  the 
essential  features  of  French  grammar;  irregular  verbs; 
composition ;  reading  of  simple  French  prose ;  careful  prac- 
tice in  pronunciation;  writing  of  simple  essays  in  French;

A  review  of  French  grammar;  French  syntax;  exercises 
in  composition;  continued  work  in  pronunciation  and  in 
writing  of  essays ;  conversation ;  reading  of  standard  French 
authors  of  the  nineteenth  century ;  reading  and  memorizing 
of  poetry.

teenth century  and  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  classic 
writers;  study  of  the  history  of  France;  conversation.

numbers,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  spe- 
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cial  rules,  factors,  common  factors  and  multiples,  fractions, 
fractional  equations,  and  simultaneous  simple  equations. 

Second  Term. — Wentworth's  Elementary  Algebra.  Prob- 
lems producing  simultaneous  simple  equations,  involution 
and  evolution,  theory  of  exponents,  radical  expressions, 
imaginary  numbers,  quadratic  equations,  problems  produc- 
ing quadratic  equations,  simultaneous  quadratic  equations, 
and  problems  producing  simultaneous  quadratic  equations. 

II, 

First  Term. — Plane  Geometry :    Books  I,  II,  and  a,  part 
of  III,  including  exercises  in  construction  and  loci,  origi- 
nal theorems  for   demonstration,   and  problems   involving 
the  principles  in  the  text.     Frequent  written  work  is  re- 
quired. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  direct  the  student  in  his  ef- 
forts to  discover  a  proof  and  to  train  him  in  the  best 
methods  of  attacking  and  solving  geometrical  exercises. 

The  limitations  of  elementary  geometry  are  pointed  out 
that  the  student  may  realize  the  necessity  for  the  higher 
branches  of  mathematics. 

Second  Term. — Plane  Geometry :  Books  III,  IV  and  V. 
Original  exercises  are  continued. 

Throughout  the  ;  study  of  geometry  great  emphasis  is 
placed  on  all  propositions  having  a  practical  value  that  the 
student  may  acquire  facts  and  principles  likely  to  be  of  use 
in  subsequent  life.  To  this  end  the  demonstrations  are  en- 
forced by  an  abundance  of  numerical  exercises. 

Texts  :  Wentworth ;  Wentworth  and  Smith ;  Durell  and 
Arnold. 

III. 

(a)  Wentworth's  Elementary  Algebra.  Quadratic  equa- 
tions are  reviewed  and  work  is  continued  in  ratio,  propor- 
tion and  variation,  the  progressions,  variables  and  limits, 
logarithms,  exponential  equations,  logarithmic  equations, 
permutations  and  combinations  and  the  binomial  theorem. 
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(b)  Wentworth's  Plane  Trigonometry.  The  measurement 
of  angles;  the  functions  of  acute  angles;  geometrical  repre- 
sentation of  functions;  solution  of  the  right  triangle;  loga- 
rithmic and  trigonometric  tables;  goniometry;  derivation  of 
formulas ;  the  inverse  notation ;  problems  involving  the  right 
triangle ;  derivation  of  formulas ;  solution  of  the  oblique  tri- 
angle; the  area  of  a  triangle;  transformations;  trigonome- 
tric equations;  miscellaneous  exercises  and  problems. 

IV. 

Ashton's  Analytic  Geometry.  The  topics  treated  are  the 
point,  the  locus  of  an  equation,  the  equation  of  a  locus,  the 
straight  line,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  the  circle,  the 
parabola,  the  ellipse,  the  hyperbola,  tangents  and  diameters. 
The  plotting  of  curves  and  problems  in  loci  receive  special 
attention. 


Natural  and  Physical  Science. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Semester:  Physical  Geography. 

(a)  Arey  Bryant  et  al.  Physiography.  Special  attention 
given  to  the  interpretation  of  the  region  about  Baltimore  as 
furnishing  typical  areas.  Individual  observation  in  the  field 
is  encouraged;  and  in  this  connection  free  use  is  made  of  the 
topographical  maps  of  the  United  States  Geographical  Sur 
vey.  Several  excursions  are  made  to  nearby  points.  The 
daily  weather  map  is  studied;  observations  of  temperature, 
wind  direction  and  precipitation  are  made.  Abundant  class- 
room illustrations  are  provided  in  the  form  of  charts,  dia- 
grams and  lantern  slides. 

Second  Semester:  Botany. 

(b)  Bergen's  Foundations  of  Botany.  Plant  structure, 
function  of  parts,  plant  relations  and  classification  are  taken 
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up.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  laboratory  work,  and 
this  is  designed  primarily  with  the  view  toward  training  the 
pupil  in  observation  and  painstaking  work.  A  part  of  the 
year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  lower  forms  of  plant  life ; 
but  plant  physiology  is  the  aspect  most  emphasized  in  the 
classroom.  Neat  work  is  insisted  upon.  Abundant  class- 
room illustration  is  provided. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

Each  of  the  following  courses  (a)  and  (b)  constitutes  an 
entire  year's  work: 

(a)  Zoology. 

Animal  structure  and  functions  are  studied:  especial 
attention  is  paid  to  the  position  of  an  animal  in  the  ani- 
mal kingdom.  A  representative  form  of  each  of  the  great 
groups  is  taken  up.  Some  stress  is  laid  upon  the  economic 
use  of  animals.  The  work  of  this  course  is  conducted, 
chiefly  in  the  laboratory:  but  clear  cut  recitation  work  is 
insisted  upon. 

(b)  Biology. 

Hunter's  Elements  of  Biology.  One-third  of  the  year  is 
devoted  each  to  Botany,  Zoology  and  Human  Physiology. 
The  approach  and  treatment  of  each  subject  is  such  as  to 
tend  to  weld  them  into  a  concrete  whole.  Laboratory  work 
consumes  three-fourths  of  the  time  while  the  remainder  is 
occupied  in  recitation,  discussions  and  tests.  Individual 
attention  is  given  to  each  pupil  and  note  books  are  kept  of 
all  work.

(a)  Physics. 

Millikan  &  Gale's  First  Course  in  Physics.  One  year's 
work.

(b)  Chemistry. 

An  Elementary  Study  of  Chemistry — McPherson  &  Hen- 
derson.    One  year's  work. 

Students  may  pursue  one  of  the  courses,  (a)  or  (~b),  as 
they  elect.  The  course  in  physics  is  arranged  largely  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  of 
Ten,  and  is  intended  to  meet  the  ordinary  college  entrance 
requirements.  There  is,  throughout  the  year,  a  weekly  lec- 
ture illustrated  by  historical  and  typical  experiments  in 
which  a  general  view  of  the  whole  subject  is  presented. 
Quizzes  or  recitations  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  lecture 
occupy  one  and  sometimes  two  periods.  The  remaining  time 
is  given  to  laboratory  practice.  All  laboratory  work  is 
quantitative.    Carefully  kept  note  books  are  insisted  on. 

The  course  in  Chemistry  includes  lectures,  daily  recita- 
tions, laboratory  work  and  frequent  examinations.  Experi- 
ments are  made  before  the  classes,  and  use  is  made  of  the 
steropticon,  of  collections  of  minerals  and  of  chemical  prep- 
arations and  of  such  aids  in  teaching  as  may  be  useful. 
Every  facility  is  offered  the  pupil  to  perform  experiments, 
especial  attention  being  directed  to  quantitative  measure- 
ments; constant  quizzing  is  maintained  in  the  laboratory, 
and  pupils  are  encouraged  to  do  as  much  laboratory  work 
as  is  possible,  the  laboratory  being  open  daily  from  nine  in 
the  morning  until  four  in  the  afternoon  for  this  purpose. 

FOURTH   YEAR. 

(a)  Chemistry. 

First  semester,  Introduction  to  Qualitative  Analysis,  Den- 
nis &  Whittlesey's  text.  Second  semester,  Chemical  Prepa- 
rations.    One  year's  work. 

The  course  in  Elementary  Qualitative  Analysis  is  intended 
as  an  introduction  to  the  simpler  processes  of  analytical 
chemistry  and  is  supplemented  by  a  thorough  review  of  the 
metallic  chemistry  studied  in  the  previous  year  with  collat- 
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eral  reading  thereon.    This  course  includes  lectures,  recita- 
tions, laboratory  practice  and  frequent  examinations. 

The  course  in  Chemical  Preparations  includes  the  study  of 
about  sixty  important  compounds  with  their  properties,  uses 
and  methods  of  manufacture.  This  course  is  accompanied 
by  considerable  laboratory  work  and  the  preparation  of 
essays  and  reports. 

(b)  Physics. 

Millikan  &  Gale's  Text  and  Ames  &  Bliss'  Manual.  One 
year's  work. 

This  year's  course  in  physics  is  intended  to  meet  the  "ad- 
vanced requirements"  of  colleges,  and  is  open  only  to  those 
students  who  have  completed  the  course  of  the  third  year. 
Here  a  fuller  presentation  of  the  subject  is  made;  and  the 
laboratory  exercises  require  greater  skill  and  precision.  At 
least  two  of  the  four  periods  are  spent  in  the  laboratory. 


History,  Civics  and  Economics. 

The  courses  in  History  extend  through  four  years,  begin- 
ning with  Ancient  History  in  the  first  year  and  ending  with 
American  History  and  Civics  in  the  Fourth  year.  At  least 
one  year  of  History  is  required  for  graduation.  Economics 
is  given  as  a  separate  course  three  hours  weekly  throughout 
the  fourth  year,  the  time  being  devoted  mainly  to  the  discus- 
sion of  recent  economic  and  industrial  problems. 

The  object  of  the  work  in  History  is  to  give  the  students 
a  comprehensive  view  of  the  development  of  civilization,  to 
train  them  in  correct  civic  and  political  thinking,  and  to  fur- 
nish them  with  an  historical  basis  for  reading  and  enjoying 
the  literature  of  the  world.  Topics  of  an  interesting  char- 
acter are  assigned  to  different  members  of  the  classes  for 
essays  or  reports.  By  the  use  of  note-books  in  the  classroom 
and  for  collateral  reading,  habits  of  clear  thinking  and  ex- 
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pression  are  encouraged  and  the  students  are  taught  to  epit- 
omize a  topic,  to  separate  the  salient  and  important  his- 
torical parts  from  the  unessential  details,  and  to  trace  the 
relations  of  cause  and  effect  between  the  various  events.

Commerce. 


The  object  of  the  Commercial  Course  is  not  merely  to  train 
stenographers  and  bookkeepers,  but  to  equip  our  students  to 
enter  whatever  special  field  of  commerce  or  industry  they 
may  select.  The  course  extends  over  four  years,  but  the 
curriculum  is  so  arranged  that  if  at  the  end  of  the  second 
year  a  student  is  compelled  to  leave  school,  he  will  be  fairly 
well  fitted  for  office  work. 
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FIRST   YEAR. 

Bookkeeping. — Instruction  in  opening  and  closing  of  books 
of  account ;  trial  balances ;  balance  sheets,  etc.,  actual  prac- 
tice in  keeping  books  for  wholesale  business.  Text :  Book- 
keeping and  Accountancy,  The  H.  M.  Rowe  Oo. 

Stenography. — The  basic  principles  of  Pitmanic  Short- 
hand are  presented.    Text :    Standard  Shorthand,  Kratz. 

Typewriting. — The  touch  method  is  taught.  After  mas- 
tering the  keyboard  by  appropriate  finger  exercises,  the  stu- 
dent is  given  practice  in  copying  from  plain  copy.  Text: 
A  Practical  Course  in  Touch  Typewriting,  Charles  E.  Smith. 

Commercial  Arithmetic. — Weights  and  measures;  metric 
systems;  commercial  interest  and  discount;  partial  pay- 
ments; buying  and  selling  exchanges;  stocks  and  bonds; 
equating  of  accounts;  adjusting  of  partnership;  joint-stock 
company  and  corporation  accounts. 

Penmanship. —  A  plain,  business  hand. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Bookkeeping. — Jobbing  and  commission;  cost  account- 
ing for  manufacturing;  lectures  on  opening  and  closing  the 
books  of  stock  companies  and  corporations.  Text:  Book- 
keeping and  Accountancy,  The  H.  M.  Rowe  Co. 

Stenography. — A  thorough  review  of  the  basic  principles ; 
presentation  of  more  extended  contractions  and  expedients 
of  abbreviation.  Text:  Standard  Shorthand,  Kratz.  The 
writing  practice  consists  of  graded  exercises  in  business 
correspondence,  the  object  being  to  increase  gradually  the 
speed  of  the  pupil  without  sacrifice  of  accuracy. 

Typewriting. — Copying  from  plain  copy;  tabular  exer- 
cises; arrangement  of  promiscuous  matter.  The  greater 
part  of  the  work  consists  of  transcription  of  business  corres- 
pondence.   Text:   Expert  Typewriting,  Rose  and  Fritz. 
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THIRD   YEAR. 

Bookkeeping. — Business  practice;  banking;  keeping  books 
for  firms,  stock  companies,  buying  selling  goods,  organiza- 
tion of  an  office,  filing  letters,  papers,  etc. 

Stenography. — The  practice  during  this  year  is  on  graded 
exercises,  starting  with  business  correspondence,  and  lead- 
ing up  to  special  and  technical  lines.  Accuracy  is  the  great 
aim  that  is  constantly  kept  before  the  pupil,  and  the  work 
is  so  graded  that  speed  is  acquired  almost  unconsciously. 
Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  reading  back  of  notes, 
together  with  reading  and  writing  practice  prepared  as  sup- 
plemental work. 

Typewriting. — Copying  from  shorthand  notes,  writing  le- 
gal forms,  manifolding,  billing,  tabulating  and  duplicating. 

Commercial  Geography. — Soil,  climate  and  social  condi- 
tions in  their  influence  on  man  in  the  production  of  the  raw 
and  manufactured  materials  of  commerce  and  their  distribu- 
tion.   Illustrative  materials. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Business  Correspondence  and  Office  Practice  in  connec- 
tion with  stenography  and  typewriting. 

Business  Organization  and  Management,  Salemanship, 
Advertising,  etc. 

Commercial  Law. — Elementary  principles  of  such  topics 
as  contracts,  bills  and  notes,  agency,  partnership,  corpora- 
tions, insurance,  real  property,  surety  and  guarantyship,  fix- 
tures, bailments  and  common  carriers. 

Auditing  and  Accounting  Practice. 


Drawing. 


The  Drawing  Department  provides  four  years'  instruction 
in  freehand  and  instrumental  drawing,  which  includes  out- 
line, value  and  color  work,  theory  and  practice  of  design, 
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History  of  Art,  mechanical  and  architectural  drawing,  in- 
strumental perspective  and  descriptive  geometry. 

The  first  and  second  years'  work  is  required  of  all  pupils ; 
the  third  and  fourth  optional,  but  recommended. 

The  courses  are  arranged  with  the  following  aims: 

(a)  To  assist  the  pupil  in  other  departments  of  his  high- 
school  work. 

(b)  To  prepare  the  pupil  to  be  able  better  to  meet  the 
demands  of  professional,  industrial  and  commercial  life  by 
aiding  him  to  become  skilful  in  drawing,  and  by  training  his 
judgment,  powers  of  discrimination  and  appreciation  for 
good  design,  form  and  color. 

(c)  To  prepare  the  pupil  to  meet  the  requirements  in 
drawing  of  many  colleges  and  universities. 

(d)  To  assist  the  pupil  in  obtaining  a  cultural  education 
by  acquainting  him  with  such  technical  and  historical 
knowledge  as  will  contribute  to  his  enjoyment  of  them  and 
give  him  intelligent  appreciation  of  their  place  in  national 
and  industrial  life. 

In  all  the  courses  a  constant  effort  is  made  to  teach  habits 
of  careful  observation  and  appreciation,  and  to  train  the 
pupil  to  express  himself  skilfully  in  terms  of  line,  value, 
color  and  form.

(c)  (Architectural)  :  Making  and  reading  architectural 
drawings  from  given  details;  dimensioning;  lettering; 
sketching;  tracing;  blue  printing.

(d)  Instrumental  perspective;  elementary  projection  of 
shades  and  shadows.

and  developments;  screw  threads;  belt  and  tooth  gearing; 
sketching;  dimensioning;  lettering;  tracing;  blue  printing; 
use  of  formulas. 

(c)  (Architectural)  :  Architectural  details;  plans  and 
elevations;  dimensioning;  lettering;  tracing;  blue  printing. 
Architectural  orders.     History  of  Architecture. 

(d)  Descriptive  Geometry. 

Note. — Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  have  the 
privilege  of  selecting  the  one  of  the  courses,  (a),  (1)),  (c)  or 
(d)  that  they  prefer. 
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Physical  Training. 

Physical  Examination :  Every  student  in  this  department 
is  examined  to  ascertain  his  strength  or  weakness.  When 
any  debility  or  deformity  is  found,  special  attention  is 
given  and  remedial  exercises  advised. 

FIRST   YEAR'S   WORK. 

In  the  first  year's  training,  which  is  a  continuance  from 
the  grammar  grade,  light  apparatus  is  used  in  gradual  pro- 
gression; defective  positions  of  head  and  shoulders  are  cor- 
rected ;  erect  carriage  and  grace  of  body  are  developed. 

SECOND  YEARNS  WORK. 

Chest  and  spinal  exercises ;  development  of  legs ;  climbing 
and  jumping;  cultivation  of  presence  of  mind. 

THIRD  YEARNS  WORK. 

The  use  of  heavier  apparatus;  chest  weights;  equal  de- 
velopment of  the  body  and  correction  of  all  weak  parts. 

FOURTH  YEAR'S  WORK. 

In  the  fourth  year  advancement  along  all  lines  of  exercises 
previously  practiced  and  general  body  building. 

Note. — Talks  on  the  physiology  of  exercise  and  personal 
hygiene  are  given  to  students  using  the  gymnasium  by  the 
Supervisor  of  Physical  Training. 
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TERMS    OF    ADMISSION. 

Bo3ts  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the 
eighth  grammar  grade  are  admitted  to  the  College  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  principals  and  the  approval  of  the 
Superintendent.  Boys  who  are  not  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  may  be  admitted  after  passing  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  the  studies  pursued  in  the  eighth  grade. 

Transfers  from  high  schools  of  other  cities  are  admitted 
upon  certificate. 

A  special  examination  for  admission  is  held  at  the  College 
every  year,  on  the  day  after  the  opening  in  September,  to  ac- 
commodate candidates  who  have  not  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Baltimore. 

For  the  information  of  persons  not  familiar  with  the  work 
of  the  eighth  public  school  grade,  it  is  stated  that  the  exami- 
nation above  indicated  embraces  spelling,  reading,  writing, 
grammar,  composition,  arithmetic,  the  beginnings  of  alge- 
bra, geography,  bookkeeping,  and  history  of  the  United 
States. 


NON-RESIDENT    STUDENTS. 

Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  not  bona  fide 
residents  of  Baltimore  must  pay  $75.00  per  annum  for  tui- 
tion and  use  of  books.  This  sum  is  payable  quarterly,  in- 
variably in  advance,  at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  City  Hall. 

Non-resident  applicants  for  admission  must  pass  the  re- 
quired examination,  and  then  present  a  certificate  of  vacci- 
nation and  a  receipt  showing  the  payment  of  the  tuition  fee 
for  the  current  quarter.  If  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any 
non-resident  is  a  taxpayer  in  the  city,  a  receipted  tax  bill 
for  the  year  in  question  should  be  presented  at  the  office 
of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  that  the  proper  de- 
duction may  be  made  from  the  tuition  bill. 
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PRIVILEGES    OF    GRADUATES. 

1.  Matriculation  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. — Grad- 

uates, on  recommendation,  are  permitted  to  matricu- 
late without  examination  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. 

2.  Acceptance  of  Certificate. — Certificates  of  work  done 

at  the  City  College  are  accepted,  in  lieu  of  examina- 
tions, at  many  prominent  institutions  of  learning. 

3.  Teachers'  Training  School. — The  City  College  diploma 

is  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examination  in  academic 
subjects  for  entrance  to  the  Baltimore  City  Teachers' 
Training  School. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1.  Several  other  colleges  from  time  to  time  offer  qualified 

scholarships  to  which  graduates  of  the  Baltimore  City 
College  are  eligible. 

2.  For  several  years  past  the  Eaton  &  Burnett  Business 

College  and  also  the  Baltimore  Business  College  have 
offered  an  annual  scholarship  to  be  open  to  members 
of  the  graduating  class. 

The  conditions  prescribed  for  the  award  and  tenure 
of  the  above  scholarships  may  be  learned  by  applying 
to  the  Principal  of  the  City  College.

The  Alumni  Association  offers  annually  a  two  years'  schol- 
arship in  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the  recipient  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Alumni  Association  from  nominations  sub- 
mitted by  the  Faculty  and  also  by  the  following  student

the  Literary  Societies  of  the  School.

PRIZES. 


Peabody  Prizes. — Mr.  George  Peabody,  in  his  letter  to 
the  "Trustees  for  the  establishment  of  an  Institute  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,"  expressed  his  desire  that  the 
said  Trustees,  "in  order  to  encourage  and  reward 
merit"  shall  distribute  five  hundred  dollars  every  year 
in  money  prizes  of  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  prize,  to 
those  graduates  of  "the  public  male  high  school  now 
existing  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established,"  who 
shall  "be  judged  most  worthy,  from  their  fidelity  to 
their  studies,  their  attainments,  their  moral  deport- 
ment, their  personal  habits  of  cleanliness  and  pro- 
priety of  manners." 

By  arrangement  between  the  Trustees  of  the  Pea- 
body  Institute  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Schools,  the  annuity  donated  by  Mr.  Peabody 
is  divided  into  three  prizes  of  one  hundred  dollars 
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each  and  four  of  fifty  dollars  each.  These  sums  are 
distributed  yearly,  in  the  order  of  merit,  to  the  seven 
men  standing  highest  among  the  graduates,  who  have 
complied  with  the  following  conditions  of  competition, 
viz :  All  the  work  offered  for  graduation  shall  have 
been  done  in  the  public  schools  of  Baltimore  and  com- 
pleted in  not  more  than  four  years;  and  at  least 
thirty-six  of  a  candidate's  credits  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained by  the  pursuit  of  courses  in  subjects  set  for 
the  fourth  year. 

Students  completing  courses  in  February  of  any 
year  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  for  Peabody  Prizes 
with  the  students  completing  their  courses  in  the  fol- 
lowing June. 

II.  The     Frederick     Raine     Prize. — Colonel     Frederick 

Raine,  whose  death  occurred  early  in  1903,  left  by 
will  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a 
bequest  of  $200,  with  the  condition  that  this  sum 
should  be  invested,  and  the  income  from  the  invest- 
ment be  annually  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  gold 
medal,  to  be  awarded  to  that  graduate  of  Baltimore 
City  College  whose  record  is  highest  in  the  work  of 
the  German  department.

THE   LIBRARY  OF   BALTIMORE   CITY   COLLEGE. 

Students  of  the  College  have  access  to  the  books  in  this 
library,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Librarian,  Miss  Alice 
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W.  Keins.  On  its  shelves  are  more  than  ten  thousand  vol- 
umes of  reference  and  high-class  literature. 

During  study  periods  students  may  obtain  permission  to 
use  the  library  for  the  purpose  of  reading  and  investigating 
topics  related  to  the  regular  work  of  the  several  depart- 
ments. The  members  of  the  graduating  class  may  borrow 
books  for  a  definite  period.  Other  students,  in  special  cases, 
may  also  be  accorded  the  borrowing  privilege. 

The  library  is  open  to  all  officers  and  teachers  of  the  pub- 
lic schools.  Its  hours  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M.  On  Sat- 
urdays it  closes  at  1  P.  M.
